In studying songs, always 
pay attention to light and, shade and re- 
member to. tafce your breath at regular 
intervals and adhere to them. When you 
have mastered -the song,- including not 
only the melody but the words, then add 
the meaning and shades of expressjon and 
sing the precc without the~music before a 
looking-glass, carefully observing the post- 
Con of your body .-.nd the expression of 
your features meanwhile.
